\Hen large pretences prove but the ſhadows 
of weake performances, then the greateſt 
labours produce the ſmalleft effects : and

not this. diſtracted Nation groancd: a long time under 
the burden of tyranny and oppreſſion ? and hath not all 

the bloud that hath been ſpilt theſe 7 yeares been caft 

, upon My head, who am the greateft Sufferer , though 
the leaſt guilty > And was it not requiſite-to endeavour 

. the ſtopping of that flux, which, if not ſtopt, will bring 
. an abſolute deftruQtion to this Nation? And whit more 
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(2) 
ſpeedy way was there to conſummate thoſe diſtrations . 
than by a Perſozall Treaty , being agreed upon by My 
two Houſes of Parliament, and condeſcended to by 
Me ? AndI might declare, that I conccive it had been 
the beſt Phyfick, had not the operation becn hindred by 
the interpoſition of this imperious Army , who were {© 
audacious as to ſtile Me in their unparalell d Remor- 
firance, thetr Capitall Enemy : but let the world judge, 
whether Mine endeavours have rot been attended with 
reality ia this late Treaty ; and whether LI was not as 
ready to grant , as they were to acke , and yet all this is 
not ſatisfaction to.them that purſue thetr owne ambiti- 
ous ends morethan the welfare of a miſerable Land. 
Were not the dying hearts of My poor diftreſfſed Peop'e 
much revived wich the hopes of a happineſſe from this 
Treaty : and how ſuddenly are they fruſtrated in their 
expeaations ! have not 1 formerly been condemned 
for yeilding too little to My two Houſes of Parliament , 
and ſhall I now be condemned for yerlding too much : 
have I not formerly been Impriſoned for making War ; 
and ſhall I now be condemned for making Peace : have 
I nor formerly ruled likea K 1 NG ; and ſhall I now be 
ruled like a Slave : have I not formerly enjoyed the ſo- 
ciety of My dear Wife and Children in peace and quiet- 
neſſe ; and ſhall I now neither enjoy them, nor peace >? 
have not My Subje&s formerly obeyed Me ; and ſhall 
I now be obedient to My SnbjzeRs : have I not becn 
condemned for Evill Counſellours, and ſhall I now be 
condemned for having no Councell but God : Theſe 
2re unitterable miſeries , that the more I endeavour for 
peace, the lefſe My endeavours are reſpeted, and how 
ſhall I know hereafter what to grant , when your ſelves 
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know not what to acke : I refetre it to your cor{cien- 
ces , whether 1 have not ſatisfied your deſires in eyery 
particular fince this Treaty, if you fiud I haye rot, then 
let Me bcarc the burden of the fault ; but if I have given 
you ample ſatisf2&ion (as 1 am ſureT have) thenyou are- 
bound to vindicate Me from the fury of thoſe whoſe 
thoughts are fii]d with blond : though they pretcad 
zealc, yet they arc but Wolves in Sheeps cloathing. 

I muſt further declare, that I conceive there 15 nothing 
can more obſtruQ the long hop'd-for peace of this Na- 
t10n, than the il'cgzll proceedings of them that preſume 
from Scryants to become Maſters , and labour to bring 
tn Democracy, and to aboliſh Monarchy. Needs muft 
the totall alteration of fundamentals be , not onely de- 
ſtruQive to others, but in conclufion to themſelves ; for 
they that endeavour to Rule by the Sword, ſhall at laſt 
fall by it ; for , Fa&ion is the Mother of Rvine ; and it 
1s the humovr of choſe that are of this weather-cock-like 
difpoſition to love nothing but mutabilities, neither will 
that pleaſe them but onely pro tempore, for too much 
yariety doth but confound the ſenſes , and makes them 
fill hate onefolly, and fal! in love with another. 

Time 15 the beft care for Fagion : for it will at length 
(like a ſpreading leprofic ) infe& the whole body of the 
- Kingdome, and make it ſo odious , that at laſt they will 
hatethemſelves for love of that, and , like the Fiſh, for 
love of the bait, be catchd with the hooke. 

I ence more declarctoall My loving Subjects, and 
God knows whether or nothis may be My laſt, that I 
have earneſtly ſaboured for peace, ard rhat My thoughts 
were fincereand abſo'ure , without asy ſiniſter ends, 
and there was aothing left undone by Me that My Con- 
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ſcience would permit Me to doe, And I call God to 
witneſſerhat I doe firmiy conceive that the interpoſition 
of the Army (that clou1lot malice) nath alrogeather e- 
El:zpsd the glory of that peace which began againe to 
fhine in this Land. And let che world judge whether it 
be expedient for an Army to contraatd the Votes ofa 
Kingdome, end-avoring; by pretending tor Lawes aid 
Liberties, to ſubvert both. Such af1ons as theſe muſt 
produce ſtrange conſequences, and ſet open the flond- 
gates of ruiric to oyertioy thts Kingdome 1n a moment, 
Had this Treaty deenonely Mine owne lecking, then 
they might have had fairer pretences to have ftopt the 
courſe of it; but I being importun'd by My two Houſes, 
and they by moſt part of the Kingdome, could not but 
with 2 great dealc of alacrity concurre with them 1n their 
deſires, for the performance of fo commodions a work : 
and [ hope by this time that the hearts ana eyes of My 
People are opened fo mncn that they playnly diſcover 
who are the Underminers of this Treaty. 

For Mine owne part, I here proteſt before rhe face of 
Heaven, that Mine owne afffictions ( though they need 
no addition) atHi& Me not fo mnch as My Peoples ſuf- 
ferings: for, I knoiy what to truſt to already, and they 
know not : God comfort both them and Me , and pro» 
portion our patience to onr ſufferings! _ 

And when the malice of Mine Encmies is ſpun ont to 
_ the ſmallef} thred, let them know , thatF will, by the 
grace of God, beas contented to ſuffer , as they are 2» 
&ive to advance My ſufferings ; and Mine owne ſoule 

tells Me, that the time will come, when the yery clonds 
| ſhall drop downe vengeance upon the heads - of thoſe 
that barrocado thermleives againft the proceedings of 
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peaee : for, if God hath proclaimed a bleffing to the 
Peace-makers, needs muſt the Peace-breakers draw 
doywne curſes upon their heads, | 

I thanke My God, I have armed My ſelf againſt their 
fury : and now letthe arrowes of their envie flie at me, 
I have a breft to receive them, and a heart poſleſt with 
patience to ſuſtaine them: for God is my Rock and my 
ſhield ; therefore I will not feare what man can doeunto 
me . k will expec the worſt, and if any thing happen 


beyond my expectation, I will give God the glory : for 
vaineis the help of man.
